4 Method of recmltnient, iige limit and other qualifica- 
tions. — ^The method of recruitment to the said posts, age 
limit, qualifications and other matters relating thereto shall 
be as specified in columns 6 to 14 of tbe said scbedule. 


5. Disqualification. — No person — 

(a) who has entered into, or contriicled, a marriage

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied 
that such marriage is permissible under the personal law

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that 
such marriage is permissible under the personal law appli- 
cable to such person and the other party to the marriage and 
there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any person 
from the operation of Ihis rule.

7. Saving: Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations 
and other, concessions required to be provided for Scheduled 
Castes, Scheduled Tribes and other special categories of per- 
sons ffi accordance with the orders Issued by the Central 
Government from time to time in this regard,

DRAFT RULES 

1. Short Title, — These rules may be called the Indian 
Electricity (Amendment) Rules, 1972. 

2. Amendment of the rules. — In the Indian Electricity 
Rules, 1956, 

(1) in rule 2, in sub-rule (1), after clause (af), the 

following clause shall be inserted, namely : — 

“(afl) ‘officer appointed to assist the Inspector and 
holding Gazetted rank’ shah Include an officer 
who is appointed by the appropriate Government 
to assist the Inspector and is also specially autho- 
rised by the Inspector in this behalf. 

(2) in rule 4, (i) in clause (a), after the word "college", 

die words "or institution” shall be Inserted, (ii) in 
clause (b), after the words “at least eight yean", 
ffie words "if he is a demee holder or ten years If 
he is a diploma holder’” shall be inserted. 

(3) in rule 4B, (i) in clause (a), after the words "college", 

the words "or institution” shall be inserted, (ii) to 
clause (b), the following proviso shall be added, 
namely ; — 

“Provided that the Central Government or the Stale 
Government, as the case may be, may relax the 
requirement of experience in the case of officers 
appointed to assist the Inspector”, 

(4) in rule 44, in sub-rule (1), between the words 

"En^ish" and "Hindi", the word "or" shall be 
inserted 

(5) in rule 46, after clause (b) of sub-rule (2), the 

following clause shall be inserted, namely — 

"(c) In the event of the failure of any consumer to 
rectify the defects in his installation pointed out 
by the Inspector, within a reasonable time to be 
indicated by the Inspector, supply to the instal- 
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lation of such a consumer shall be liable to be 
disconnected under the direction of the In^pcc- 
lor”, 

(6) In rule 61, in sub-rule (3), for the second proviso, 

the following proviso shall be substituted, name’i : — 

"Provided further that where the supply is at low 
voltage and where the installations arc either new 
or renovated all plug sockets shall cither be of 
the three-pin type having third pin permanently 
and efficiently earthed or have other suitable 
means of earthing”. 

(7) in rule 76, in sub-rule (I), in item (IV) of clause 

(a) for the figures ‘3.5’, the figures ‘3.0’ shall be 

substituted. 

(8) in rule 79, for sub-rule (1), the following sub-rule 

shall bo substituted, namely : — 

“(1) Where a low or medium voltage overhead line 
passes above or adjacent to any building or a 
part of n building or structure, whether perma- 
nent or temporary, or terminates on any building 
or a structure 

(a) It shall have, on the btisis of maximum .sag, a 

vertical clearance of not less than 2,5 metres 
from the highest point; and 

(b) it shall have horizontal clearance between the 

nearest conductor and ;iny nearest point on 
the basis of maximum deflection due to wind 
pressure, of not less than 1.2 metres". 

(9) for rule 82, the following rule shall be substituted, 

namely : — 

"82. Erection of or alteration to bnlldlngs, Structures, 
Flood Banks, elevation of roads, etc." 

(1) If at any time, subsequent to the erection of an 
overhead line (whether covered with insulating 
material or bare), any person proposes to erect 
a new building or structure or flood bank, or 
to raise any road level, whether permanent or 
temporary, or to make in or npon any building 
or flood bank or road, any permanent or 
temporary addition or alteration, he and the 
conductor whom he employs, to carry out the 
erection, addition or alteration, shall, if such 
building, structure, flood hank, road or addition 
and alteration thereto would, during or after 
the construction, result In contravention of the 
provisions of rules 77, 79 or 80, give notice, 
m writing, of his intention to the supplier, and 
to the Inspector and shall furnish therewith a 
scale drawing showing the proposed building, 
structure, flood hank, road, addition or altera- 
tion and scafi’olding required during its cons- 
truction. 

(2) On receipt of the notice referred to in sub-rule 
(1) or otherwise becoming cognisant, the sup- 
plier shall, without any delay, send a notice 
to such person together with an estimate cost 
of the expenditure likely to be incurred, to so 
alter the overhead line that the provisions of 
rules 77, 79 or 80 arc not contravened and 
require him to deposit within 14 days of its 
receipt with the supplier the amount of the 
estimated cost. The supplier shall send a copy 
of such notice with the estimate to the Inspec- 
tor, If the person referred to in sub-rule (1) 
disputes the supplier’s estimated cost of altera- 
tion of the overhead line or even the respon- 
sibility to pay such cost, the dispute when 
referred to the Inspector by either of the parties 
shall be decided by him and his decision shall 
be final and binding on the parties concerned. 
In case it is found by the Inspector that the 
line was laid down unlawfully, he may order 
the supplier to alter the line at his own cost. 

(3) No work upon such building, structure, flood 

bank, road and addition and alteration thereto 

129 a of T/73— 5 


shall be commenced or continued until the 
Inspector has certified that neither during nor 
after construction, the provisions of rules 77, 
79 or 80 will be contravened : 


Provided that the Inspector may, if he is satisfied that 
the overhead line has been so guarded as to 
secure the projection of persons or property from 
injury or risk of injury, permit the work to be 
executed prior to the alternation of the Une or 
in the case of a temporary addition or alteration 
without alteration of the overhead line. 

(4) On receipt of the deposit, the supplier shall, 
without any delay, alter the overhead line so 
as to ensure that it will not be accessible in 
such a manner as to contravene the provisions 
of I ides 77, 79 or 80 either during or after 
const ruction : 

Provided that if, in the opinion of the Inspector, 
there is immediate danger, he may order the 
supplier to carry out the necessary alteration 
without waiting for the deposit. 


(5) In the absence of an agreement to the contrary 
between the parties concerned, the cost of such 
alteration of the overhead line laid down law- 
fully shall be estimated on the following basis, 
namely ; 

(a) the cost of additional material used on the 

alteration giving due credit for the cost of 
the material which would be available from 
the casting line ; 

(b) the wages Of labour employed in effecting 
addition or alteration ; 

(c) supervision charges to the extent of 15 per 

cent of the wages of labour mentioned in 
item (b) ; and 

(d) any charges incurred by the suppjier in 

complying with the provisions of section 16 
of the Act in respect of such alterations. 


(6) Where the estimated cost of the alteration of 
the overhead line is not deposited, the supplier 
shall be considered as an aggrieved person 
under section 50 of the Act for the purposes 
of this rule”. 

(10) in rule 133, in sub-imle (1), for the words and 
figures ‘‘rules 44 and 46” the words and figures 
“rule 46" shall be substituted. 

(11) rule 140 shall be renumbered as sub-rule (1) thereof 
and in sub-rule (1) as so renumbered 

(i) the word “new” appearing before the word “build- 
ing" shaU be omitted, (ii) after sub-rule (1), 
following shall be inserted as sub-rule (2), 
namely ; — ■ 

“(2) Where the person responsible for the cunstruc- 
tion which contravenes or is likely to contra- 
vene the provisions of rule 77, 79 or 80, fails 
to deposit the cost of alteration required under 
sub-rule (2) of rule 82, he shall be punishable 
with fine which may extend to three hundred 
rupees and in the case of a continuing breach, 
with a further fine which may extend to fifty 
rupees for every day after the first during 
which the breach to continued”.
